Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for aliowance: The prior art 
cited, specifically Vilianilam et al, although teaching a LED's lighting assembly with a . 
plurality of LED's attached to the circuit board enveloped by a flowable material that 
encapsulates the assembly to increase protection from impact and external damage to 
the lighting assembly, does not disclose the lens itself being formed from the flowable, 
impact resistant material, but discloses the lens as a separate part not being made from 
the flowable material.
